No. 80-ITC(PN)/65.—Attention of the importers is invited to sub-Rara 69(6) 
of the Amendments to (Chapter IV on “Actual Users” in the booklet of "Amend¬ 
ments to the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure 1964” pub¬ 
lished vide Government erf India,, Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 47- 
ITC(PN)/66, dated the 15th July, 1966 wherein it is stated that as and when code 
numbers are allotted by the Director General Technical Development to the units 
borne on his list, each unit should quote its code number in its original applica¬ 
tion for licence and also in all subsequent communications so that cross-referenc¬ 
ing is facilitated.
